Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Goodman 2776673, that teaches the invention as claimed: a valve in form of a variable 
flow restrictor (note that any flow through a valve produces a thrust, and a valve 
regulating the flow inherently regulates the thrust) comprising: a nozzle 20, a gas supply 
chamber on the upstream left side of the connecting channel 20, a jetting chamber on 
the downstream right side of the connecting channel 20, an axially moveable plug along 
line 32-32' having a converging - diverging surface comprising a substantially straight 
connecting part in-between (mathematically speaking this is a must, because the 
tangent to the surface there has a zero slope), the faces of the plug facing the inner 
surfaces of the two said chambers, the axial motion of the plug simultaneously changing 
sectional areas of upstream and downstream passages formed between the surface of 
the plug and the inner surfaces of said two chambers; wherein the interaction between 
the flow pressure and the converging surface of the plug produces a force in the 
upstream left side direction, and the interaction between the plug and the diverging 
surface of the plug produces a force in the downstream right side direction; wherein the 
downstream diverging surface of the plug is inclined away of the plug axis in a 
downstream direction and the upstream converging surface of the plug is inclined away 
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of the plug axis in an upstream direction; whereas the downstream diverging surface of 
the plug is a first surface approaching the inner surface of the downstream chamber, 
and the straight surface of the plug is inclined so as to separate from the inner surface 
of the downstream chamber, because two parallel surfaces never intersect.
